sion without  the  use  of  force  or 
restraint,  but  he  will  remain  so  if 
not  abused  or  excita-d."  The 
above  will  apply  to  other  animals, 
among  which  is  the  bull,  an  an- 
il that  is  called  treacherous  by- 
many.  Having  raised  a  great 
many  of  these  animals,  and  never 
had  one  but  what  I  could  get  on 
to  his  back  at  any  time,  I  (eel  that 
I  am  treading  oo  safe  ground 
hen  I  speak  about  them. 
There  is  more  trouble  in  raising 
up  a  bull  than  there  is  a  cow  ;  the 
latter,  at  two  years  old.  handled 
daily  in  milking,  and  the  more 
you' handle  and  are  with  an  ani- 
mal the  more  docile  it  is.  I  take 
a  bull  calf,  from  its  dam  in  two 
days  from  its  birth,  give  it  new 
ilk  for  a  week,  then  warm  tkim 
milk  with  oatmeal,  the  same' kind 
hat  people  have  on  their  table, 
and  increase  it  as  the  animal 
ix  months  old,  with 
hay  or  grasa.

^hes  the  loss  was  more  heavily 
m  the  unhoed,  a  ditlerence  12 
lie*  deep  of  106,000  lbs  water 
per  acre.  Plowing  out  <)orn  not 
only  involves  too  deep  tillage  in 
drought,  but  adds  to  the  mischief 
by  severing  the  roots  of  corn 
needed  at  such  times.  The  true 
policy  in  drought  for  corn  is  fre- 
quent and  shallow  tillage. 

It  is  often  remarked  that  we  do 
not  raise  so  large  crops  of  pota- 
toes as  were  raised  years  ago 
when  we  were  boys,  as  though 
the  raising  of  large  crops  were 
among  the  lost  arts.  I  believe  it 
the  proper  method  is  taken  we 
will  have  no  trouble  to  raise  as 
large  crops  now  as  then.  Take 
land  that  has  been  in  grass,  plow 
under  a  good  quantity  of  manure 
and  plant  corn  one  year,  the  ne.\t 
ear  plow  in  moie  manure  and 
fertilizers  in  the  drill,  plant  pota- 
toes and  you  will  have  a  crop 
like  those  we  are  reminded  of, 
and  I  am  verified  by  the  follow- 
ing statements:  Geo.  O.  Allen 
ofSdtuate  raised  on  one  acre 
350  bushels  of  potatoes;  the  acre 
had  corn  on  it  the  year  before; 
sea  manure  was  spread  on  one 
half  and  barn  manure  on  the  other 
half  and  ploughed  in.  It  was 
planted  in  drills  three  and  one- 
half  feet  apart,  with  Bradley's 
phosphate,  on  four  rows,  without 
the  fertilizer,  made  a  deficiency  of 
twelve  bushels.  D.  S.  Jenkins 
raised  twelve  acres  of  potatoes 
averaging  200  bushels  per  acre, 
some  acres  exceeded  that  amount 
others  less,  owing  to  drought ;  one 
acre  of  sward  he  ploughed  a 
straight  furrow,  a  man  following 
dropt  the  seed  potato  on  the  land 
side,  then  doing  the  same  on 
every  third  furrow,  using  Stock- 
bridge's  fertilizer,  until  he 
ploughed  the  whole  piece ;  he 
raised  200  bushels  on  ihe  acre. 

Sampson,  an  extensive 
farmer,  has  planted  potatoes  un- 
der the  sward  and  has  no  trouble 
in  raising  a*  large  crop*  as  in  ol- 
den time.  E.  t.  Ellm*  of  the 
neighboring  town  of  Cohassct, 
raised  la*t  «eason  |Ho  bushel,  of 
potatoes  on  one  acre,  and  512  on 
another ;  it  had  corn  the  year  be- 
f>tr  (130  bushel*  per  acre),  *ea 
1  ed  (eel  gra*»>  and  barn  ma- 
nure were  ploughed  under;  if 
wa*  planted  in  drill*  20  incite* 
apart,  with  DulTalo  fertilizer.

Perhaps  the  most  familiar  of  mystnr. 
ionssoundr  are  those  produced  by  the 
ventriioqiiislj  familiar,  bemuse  almost 
every  conntry  fair  is  visiled  by  one  or 
nthernf  these  exhibitorai  mvsleiious,  be- 
cause the  reai  source  of  snnnd  does  not 
correspond  with  the  spiarent.  It  li.-s 
within  Ihe  province  of  theaonlonii.it  or 
physloloujist  to  explain  how  it  is  thai  some 
menenn  speak  as  11  from  the  stomach  In- 
stead of  the  throat,  nnd  withont  any  per- 
ceptible movement  of  the  lipsj  but  the 
person  who  can  do  this,  the  ventriloquist, 
may  make  himself  a  most  bewildering 
dvceiver  to  those  who  listen  to  hlin.  Our 
power  of  determining:  the  exnet  direction 
whence  a  sound  comes  is  leas  than  we 
usually  Imagine  H  is  said  that  Savllle 
Csrey,  who  could  Imitate  the  whistling 
of  the  wind,  would  sometimes  amnse 
himself  by  exercising  this  art  In  a  pnbllo 
coffee-honscj  some  of  the  gnosU  at  once 
rose  to  see  whether  the  windows  were 
quite  closed,  while  others  wonld  hntton 
np  tbelr  coats,  as  if  cold.  Sir  Dnvid 
lirewster  notices  a  ventriloqui.it  of  excep- 
tional skill.  M.  St.  GUle,  who  one  day 
cutered  a  ehurch  where  some  monks  were 
lamenting  the  death  of  a  brother;  snd- 
denly  they  heard  a  voice  as  If  from  over 
their  heads,  bewnillng  the  condition  of 
the  depnrtcd  in  purgatory,  and  reproach- 
ing them  for  their  want  of  xeal.  Not 
suspecting  the  trick,  they  fell  on  th< 
faces  and  chanted  the  De  Profundi*. 
couiiulttco  appoluted  hy  the  Academlo 
di  e  Sclpnces  to  report  on  the  phenom- 
ena of  ventriloquism!  went  with  M.St. 
Oiile  to  the  honse  of  a  lady,  to  whom 
they  announced  that  they  had  come  t< 
Investigate  a  case  of  rorial  "spirits"  some 
where  in  the  neighborhood.  During  th< 
Interview  she  heard  what  she  termed 
"spoil  voices"  above  her  hetd,  under- 
neath the  floor,  and  In  distant  parts  of 
the  room,  aud  was  with  difficulty  con- 
vinced that  the  only  spirit  present  was 
the  vcntriioqnlstic  voice  of  M.  St.  GUle 
Brewster  tells  of  another  master  of  this 
art,  Lonis  Eranant,  valot  de  chamhre  of 
Francis  I.  whoso  snlt  was  rejected  by  the 
parents  of  a  beaatlfnl  and  well-dowered 
girl  with  whom  he  was  In  love.  He  call-

wbsther  his  ventriloquism  wonld  be  as 
efficacious  with  a  money-lending  banker 
as  It  had  heen  with  the  widow.  Calling 
I  on  the  old  usurer  at  Lyons,  he  managed 
that  the  couversatlon  shonld  tarn  upon 
the  euhject  of  demons,  spectres,  and  pur- 
gatory. Suddenly  was  heard  the  voice 
of  the  usurer's  father,  complaining  of 
the  horrrible  sufferings  he  was  endaring 
In  pnrgatory,  and  snylng  thst  there  was 
no  way  of  olilainlng  alleviation  except  by 
his  son  adtnucing  money  to  the  visitor 
for  the  sake  of  l  ausomlng  Christians  from 
the  hands  of  the  Turks.  The  usurer  wan 
terrified,  but  too  innch  In  love  with  his 
gold  to  yield  st  oace.  Enfant  went  next 
I  day,  and  resumed  the  conver>atioii,  when 
shortly  afterwards  were  heard  the  voices 
of  a  host  of  dead  relations,  all  telling  the 
came  terrible  story,  and  all  pointiug  out 
th*  only  way  of  obtaining  relief.

One  does  not  think  of  Frederick  tlio 
3reat  primarily  as  a  joker.  Ills  life  was 
anything  bnt  hnmorons,  and  was  thu 
cause  of  more  tears  than  smiles.  But 
Frederick  loved  a  joke,  especially  if  there 
was  a  spice  of  malicloanuess  in  It.  Hi* 
.whole  Intercourse  with  Voliaire  was  a 
great  comedy— a  burlesque  of  friendship 
and  literary  patronage.  On  one  occasion 
Voltaire  requested  the  privilege  of  naJ- 
inganew  poem  to  him.  Frederick  was 
delighted,  and  named  an  honr  wheu  he 
wonld  graciously  listen  to  the  latest  pro- 
duction of  the  great  French  genius.  At 
the  appointed  time  Voltaire  appeared, 
manuscript  In  band,  and  read  the  poem. 
The  king  bnd  meantime  secreted  behind 
a  screen  In  the  same  room  a  man  of  a 
wonderful  memory,  who  had  tbe  gift  of 
repeating  any  composition,  however 
lengthy,  to  which  he  had  once  listened. 
When  Voltaire  had  concluded  his  recitnU 
Frederick  expressed  great  admiration, 
bat  declared  be  had  heard  the  ooem 
before.  Tbe  poet  was  Indignant,  repel, 
ling  the  charge  of  plagiarism  with  great 
warmth.  Tbe  king,  however,  insisted 
that  the  poem  was  by  no  means  of  recent 
origin,  and  said  there  was  a  man  in  hi* 
court  who  could  repeat  It  from  beginning 
loend.
